2. Historically the primary responsibility for conducting 
liaison with the Department of State on NSC 10/2 (later NSC 51a2) 
matters, first given by regulation to the Assistant Director for 
Policy Coordination, was assigned to CPP by DD/P Ordor No, 1 of 

31 July 1952* The Department of State assigned this responsibility 
to Mr* Joyce* 


,, 3* It became necessary for the chiefs of Area Divisions and 

their principal assistants to have direct contacts with their 
opposite numbers" in the Department* This practice was encouraged 
but written memoranda of the outcome of all meetings were to be 
furnished to Mr. Joyce and CPP to enable them to discharge their 
respective responoibilitiee to monitor these matters* Gradually 
more and more CIA of floors started having meetings with * wider 

A ®„ recent date there were 132 CIA representative* 
conducting regular liaison with 107 persons on pp subjects in State* 
As the number of contact* was enlarged, the requirement to provide 
memoranda for the record was increasingly overlooked. 

In As a result there have been too many CIA individuals dis- 
cussing too many matters with too many individuals in State without 
adoquate supervision or reporting. This not only presents a con- 
^nuing security hazard but increases the poasibility that CIA may 
take the wrong action througi incorrect advice from the wrong person 
at State. These dangers have also concerned Mr. Higgs, successor to
